South Bay insurance topic of discussion 


SOUTH.BAY-A formal proposal-concerning in- 
surance costs was submitted to the South Bay 
City Commission on Tuesday night, September 
3, by J. Jerome Taylor, president and chief ex- 
ecutive of Taylor Unlimited Insurance, out of 
Riviera Beach, 

Taylor told commissioners that they*may be 
better off in- switching insurance to reduce the 
premium the city is currently paying. 

Under -the Municipal Health Trust, out of 
Orlando, the city’s insurance, South Bay is 
presently paying 100 percent of employee 
premiums, including employee dependents. 

Taylor proposed the city ‘switch to New York 
Life Insurance, or Dunn and Bradstreet In- 
surance. He said he had gone through and picked 
out the highlights of these policies and the cities 
current policy. 

He noted ‘hat thé city pays 100 percent of the 


employee's first $5,000 hospital tee. 

The other policies proposed an 80 percent pay- 
ment of the first $5,000 hospital fee, a cost cutter 
which could eventually save the city $25,000 a 


- year. 


After stating some other proposals South Bay 
Mayor Clarence Anthony suggested that City 
Manager Lomax Harrelle get with Taylor to 
compare insurantes before the new 1986 city 
budget was adopted.

The Food Festival is scheduled for today 
through September 14, and it is designed to br- 
ing to the attention of the American.public an 
awareness of the AHA's lifesaving messages 
about nutrition and health. AHA's informa- 
tion on “heart-healthy eating will be available 
at some of the participating supermarkets. 

“The grocery store is an excellent place for 
us to reach people, since it's obviously a 
primary place where the public makes deci- 
sions on food selection," said James E. Vance, 
M.D, chairman of AHA's Nutrition Commit- 
tee. "Some of the things we hope to educate 
people about during the week-long event iñ- 
cludes the importance of reading nutrition 
labels on packaged foods (and how to interpret 
the information); how to choose lean cuts of 
meat; and which dairy products are preferable 
according to the AHA. 

“American Heart has recommended a low 
saturated fat, low-cholesterol diet for everyone 
since 1961," Dr. Vance explained. “AHA 
recommends li ing cholesterol intake to.no 
more than 300 milligrams per day.” 

According to Dr. Vance, not all cholesterol in 
the blood comes from the foods we eat. The 
body produces about 1,000 milligrams of 
cholesterol each day, and this cholesterol is 
needed to produce certain hormones and to 
construct cells. The body is also able to filter 
out some of the cholesterol in the blood and 
eliminate it. : 

Cholesterol is a soft fat-like substance found 
among-the fats in the bloodstream called 
lipids..'*A high level of lipids in the blood is 
what is known as ''hyperli| 
major risk factor for hé&rt disease, "Said Dr. 
Vance.

Government grading helps make for 
better, more economical shopping 


You can shop more economically: for your 
family-and yourself, too-if you know the dif- 
ferences among government food grades. 

Knowing the differences can mean better 
eating, too. Depending on how you plan to use a 
product you buy, a lower grade may not only 
meet you needs, but be chraper as well. 

Take beef, for instance. USDA Prime, the top 
USDA grade, is the ultimate in tenderness, 
juiciness and flavor. 

While Prime is best for roasting or broiling, 
it's likely to cost more than the second grade, 
USDA Choice, which has slightly less marbling. 
Marbling is the flecks of fat, within the lean that 
make meat tender and juicy. 

Some stores sell beef that would qualify for 
other U.S. grades, such as U.S. Good, under a 
house brand name rather than under the USDA 
grade mark-this beef will have less fat, be lower 
in calories and will likely cost less than Prime or 
Choice. It could meet your needs well, particular- 
ly if you use slow, moist cooking to make it 
tender. 

In establishing grades for food products like 
meeat, poultry, eggs, fruits, vegetables and dairy 
products, USDA's Agricultural Marketing Ser- 
vice considers the values that wholesale buyers 
and sellers place on the products. 

Generally, products with characteristics of the 
higher grades are more marketable and bring a 
better priced for the producer. 

Wholesale buyers and sellers, specify certain 
grades in their contracts, often made by 
telephone over long distances. Buyers for retail 
food stores commonly use the grades when they 
place food orders, as do buyers for feeding 
establishments like hospitals, schools and 
airlines. 

USDA and their counterparts in cooperating 
state agencies provide official grading service to 
packers and processors who request it, and the 
plants pay a fee for the grader's time and ex- 
penses. 

Do the grades that the official graders assign 
in food plants carry over to the retail store? 

Labeling of the grade on a product isn't retail 
store? 

Labeling of the grade on a product isn't re- 
quired by federal law, even if a food has been of- 
ficially graded. but a number of food manufac- 
turers and distributors choose to put the official 
grade on their products, as do many retailer. 

As a food shopper, you're most likely to see the 
USDA grade on beef, veal, lamb, broilers, 
turkeys, eggs, and butter. You also may see it on 
some cheese, instant nonfat dry mild preserves, 
frozen concentrated orange juice and canned and 
frozen fruits and vegetables. 

Some fresh produce also is grade labeled, par- 
ticularly potatoes and apples. 

Food shoppers should be. familiar with these 
grades: 

*Butter-USDA Grade AA and A. Grade AA has 


a delicate, sweet flavor. r 
The next grade, A, is almost as good-having a 
pleasing flavor-and usually sells for less. 
*Cheese-Grades AA and A also apply, but only a 
few stores carry graded cheese: 
*Dry milk-The U.S. Extra Grade name or shield 
may be used on instant nonfat dry milk, meaning 
the product has a sweet and pleasing flavor and 
that it dissolves immediately when mixed with 
water. 
* Eggs-U.S. Grade AA eggs are almost as good, 
and this is the grade you'll see most often. Grade 
A eggs are almost as good, and this is the grade 
you'll see most often. Grade AA-and A eggs are 
especially attractyive when you're frying them 
“sunny-side up," while the lower U.S. Grade B 
eggs, if available, are good for scrambling and 
baking, where appearesce isu't so important. 
Egg sizes, incidentally, dve nothing to do with 
grades, but officially graded eggs are also check- 
ed for size. 
* Poultry-U.S. Grade A poultry, the top quality, 
is fully fleshed and meaty and has a better ap 
perarance than Grades B or Č. The lower frades 
are rerely sold in the retail market as whole. 
* Processed fruits, vegetables-Qualities are U.S 
Grade A, B, and C. Only a few packers put the 
grades on their retail containers of carmed, 
frozen and dried products even though many pro- 
cessing plants use the grades and USDA grading, 
services for quality control purposes. Most pro- 
cessed fruits and vegetables that are graded are 
at least Grade B quality, and that's quite good. 
The difference between A and B: A has a better 
appearance and texture than B, so U.S. Grade A 
products can be used in special meals or dishes 
for which looks and texture are important. Grade 
C products are fairly good quality, and are just 
as wholesome and nutritious as the higher 
grades, and they sell for less. Grades B and C are 
generally sold as a second store brand label or 
generic (no brand) product. 
* Fresh fruits and vegetables-The typical range 
of grades is U.S. Fancy, U.S. No. 1 and U.S. No. 
2. U.S. No. 1 is the chief trading grade for most 
of these products, while U.S. Fancy is a premium 
quality. Grades generally are based on the pro- 
duct's color, shape, maturity and freedom from 
defects like cuts from harvesting equipment. 
The grades are seen mainly on potatoes and ap- 
ples at retail, though most wholesale trading of 
fruits and vegetables is done on the basis of U.S. 
grades. 
* Meat-The U.S. Choice mark stamped on beef, 
lamb, veal or calf is the grade you're most likely 
to see, while Prime, the highest qualit 
common and usually more expensive. Meat is 
rarely seen with the U.S. Good or lower grade 
marks although many retailers sell it under a 
store brand label. Most veal doesn't have enough 
marbling to be broiled, but the higher grades can. 
be roasted. Lower grades of veal and other. meat 
should be cooked with moist heat to insure 
juiciness and good flavor.
